DALLAS, Texas, July 23.—Citizens of 
Texas do not know to-night whether they 
are to bé able to get liquor-freely or 
whethe? the traffic is to be forbidden 
throughout the State, Returns from yes- 
terday’s election on thé question of State- 
wide prohibition show that sentiment is 
almost equally divided. ‘Whichever side 
wins, the. majority is not expected to ex- 
ceed 8,000 out of a total vote of about 
500,000. The closeness of the result has 
caused general surprise, and the campaign 
committees on both sides are preparing 
to watch the canvass closely and to raise 
a.cry of fraud if the other side wins. 

Returns compiled up to a late hour to- 
night give the anti-prohibitionists a lead 
of about 4,000. These figures are based 
on about 90 per cent, of the vote. Many 
of the outlying counties are to be heard 
from still, and there is a possibility, that 
they will cut down and perhaps wipe out 
the slight lead of the wets. It is asserted 
on the other hand that part of the dis- 
trict. not reported is heavily anti-prohi- 
bition, and that the majority will be in- 
creased, 


The returns have shown fluctuations that 


have made the two sides alternately jubi- 
lant and gloomy. The situation late ‘last 
night seemed to be greatly in favor of 
the foes of prohibition and their majority 
was estimated to be well above 10,000. 
Rural counties, howeveer, cut into the fig- 
ures, and early this morning the Prohibi- 
tionists were in the lead apparently with 
a safe margin. The returns to-day have 
again turned.

WEYMANN AGAIN HALTED! 


| Beaumont ts Off First, Vedrines Fol- 
lowing—Huge Crowds Give Airmen 
an Enthusiastic Send-Off. 


Special Cable to Tae New Yore Times, 
HENDON, England, Monday, July 


24—In the presence of 25,000 enthusi- 
astic spectators, eight of the seventeen 
aviators who sucessfully made the first 
stage on Saturday of the 1,010-mile cir- 
cuit round Great Britain for The Daily 
Mail’s prize of $50,000 resumed their 
flight on. the second lap’ at 5 o’clock 
this morning bound for Harrogate, a 
distance of 182 miles. 

Spectators had been pouring into this 
suburb throughout the night from the 
surrounding country to see the start. 

They remained on the field until day- 
light. As the aviators rose in their ma- 
chines a mighty shout wert up from 
the crowd, and many threw their hats 
into the air in their desire to give the 
airmen a good send-off from Hendon. 

The first to leave was André Beau- 
mont, who was followed in the order 
named, by Jules Vedrines, Gustave 
Harnel, James Valentine, C. H, Pat- 
terson, J. Blanchet, 8. F. Cody, and J. 
D." Astley. . 

Cc. T. Weymann, the American, ex- 
perienced a slight accident to one of his 
propellers while starting: and was de- 
layed until repairs were made, When 
the news was made known on the field 
Weymann was the recipient’ of warm 
sympathy from many of the sightseers 
and appeared to be a favorite with 
them. \ 

When asked while resting here as to 
their chances of winning The Daily 
Mail prize, most of the alrmen were 
reticent. The only one who seémed in- 
clined ‘to talk was Jules Védrines, who 


seemed to have great confidence that 
he would carry off the prize. 


“Po ‘Tum’ Tres ‘correspondeyt of the 


field he said: 

“ Barring accidents, I shall. round out 
this circuit and. reach Brooklands on 
the home run by 9 o’clock on Wednes- 
day morning.”’ 

He added that his machine was in 
perfect working order, and if atmos- 
pheric conditions did not hinder him, he 
declared there was nothing to prevent 
him from attaining his object. 

In spite of Vedrines’s confidence, the 
majority of the aerial authorities. on 
the ground this morning were of the 
opinion that Weymann, the only Amer- 
ican in the race, and the winner of the 
Gordon Bennett Cup, has a good charice 
of winning, although he is still on the 
field trying to get his machine into 
working order,, while his competitors 
are soaring through the early morning 
clouds on their way to Harrogate. 

The flight from Hendon to Harro- 
gate, a distance of 188 miles, does not 
offer any sértous obstacles tothe aviat- 
ors, as it is over level cou , with the 
exception of the Peak of Derbyshire, 
which can bé avoided by going either to 
the east or west of that county, and 
there’ is nothing “but straight sailing 
over the Yorkshire moors. : 

‘The competitors aré allowed to make 
necessary repairs at the allotted stops 
on the route, but théy must not change 
any of the important parts of their ma⸗ 
chines. It is evident that in offering 
this prize Lord Northoliffe, the propri- 
etor of The Daily Mati, has in view the 
object of the testing of the aeroplane 
to ascertain its value from a commer- 
cial point of view rather than a speed 
contest like those that have taken place 
on the Continent of Europe, 

In speaking on the subject recently 
he said that there had been a number |® 
of experiments in aeroplane flights to 
show that it was possible for men to 
fly certain distances at a great speed, 
put. only with great risk to life, and 
the object of aviators now ought ‘rather 
to be to show the practical utility of 
the invention.

 About-14% Miles from 


Sandy Hook. 


IN WATER ALMOST 7 HOURS 


Miles; but Finishes Strong— 
Uses Trudgeon Stroke. 


Charles Durborow of Philadelphia, 
holder of several swimming records over 
Gifficult. courses, yesterday undertook to 
swim from the Battery to. Sandy Hook, a 
performance which had been attempted 
a few times previous to yesterday, but 
never accomplished. Durborow’s effort 
‘also resulted in failure, but not until he 
had decidedly bettered all previous at- 
tempts and hed incidentally contributed 
the greatest swimming performance yet 
recorded in Eastern waters, The Phila- 
delphian was*forced to give up because 


one and one-quarter miles from his goal. 
He was in the water exactly six hours 
and forty-three minutes, and the course 
which he followed, sigzagging here and 
there to get the benefits of the ebb tide 
in. the early part of the race, carried him 
more than twenty miles, 

Durborow did not give up because of 
weakness, but simply because the flood 
tide, which he had been bucking almost 
one and one-half hours, made his task 
well-nigh hopeless, He showed no 
marked signs of fatigue at the conclusion 
of his long swim, in spite of the steady 
stroke which he maintained for more 
than six hours, The flood tide which he 
first encountered about 12:30 o'clock car- 
ried him out of the Ambrose Channel, 
and as it gradually increased in force 
continued to take him further and further 
out of his direct egurse,. The last half 
hour which he spent in the water showed 
practically no gain against the adverse 
conditions, and his only hope lay in wait- 
ing for the tide,to turn. Such a thing 
Was practically impossible, as the turn 
could not be expected for five hours, so 
Capt.. Berke of the Atlantic City Life- 
Sa Corps and Fred Ziegier of ae 
Uni States Volunteer Life-Saving 
Corps of this city, who accompanied Dur- 
boftow in a rowboat, advised to give 
the task.

THE DOUBLED VALUE OF FARMS. 

It will not be necessary much longer 
to. keep up the “ back-to-the-farm ” 
propaganda. The Census Bureau’s last 
announcement that the value of farms 
in the United States has doubled within 
a decade; although their number has 
increased by otily one-tenth and their 
acreage, by one-twentleth, shows what 
is going on in the way of cultivating 
them by more intensive and more 
thrifty methods. Their value per acre} 
has ‘leaped in ten years from $15.60 to 
$32.50; an increase of 108 per cent. ‘The 
value of farm buildings is three-fourths 
more than in: 1900, while farm imple- 
ments and machinery have — 
py two-thirds in value. 

The movement back to the farms is 
becoming irresistible. The increase in 
the“facilities for transit and for com- 
munication by telephone and telegraph 
between the cities and the rural dis- 
tricts, together with the systematic 
spreading of info tion about better 
methods of tilling the soil, account for 
this agricultural transformation. The 
new agriculture has come. As its prin- 
ciples, are inculcated in the minds of 
tRe agriculturists, farm values may, 
during successive decades, double again 
and again. 


TAXICAB STANDS. 

Commissioner Fospick has done the 
public a service in investigating th 
rental charges made by hotels, clubs, 
and restaurants for the spaces in front 
of their establishments to the taxicab 
companies, It may with some plausi- 
bility be argued that the proprietors 
do not actually rent out these spaces in 
streets owned by the city. They mere- 
ly refrain from protesting against the 
obstruction and inconvenience to traf- 
fic occasioned by the standing taxi- 
cabs, atid promise not: to sue the ob- 
etructors. 

Yet the civic authorities are the best 
judges of the publlo comvenience in 
such matters. They should decide 
where the taxicabs may stand, and they 
should collect for the city whatever is 
paid for the taxicab privileges. Com- 
missioner Fosprcx reports that, for its 
550 licenses to the companies, the city 
receives but $14,000 a year, while the 
proprietors of the hotels and clubs re- 
ceive upward of $200,000 for the iden- 
tical privileges. The public whom the 
taxicab companies serve must pay these 
exorbitant charges in increased fares.

ELECTRICITY IN MINES. 

‘The newly created Bureau of Mines 
at Washington is continuing the work 
begun by the United States Geological 
Survey to investigate the dangers ac- 
companying the use of electricity ‘in 
mines, The Dlectrical Review of Chi- 
cago presents in its issue of July 22 the 
results of tests upon fuses which should 
be of help to the manufacturers in de- 
veloping equipment free from the haz- 
ards now inseparable from every meth- 
oda of detonation bythe electric spark. 
Other investigations reveal the pres- 
ence of acidulous waters in mines which 
work the insulation of charged 
wires-to destroy it, and show the posst- 
bility of sparks and afes caused by 
short cifcuits and exposed switches in 
the presence of .explosive mixtures of 
coal dust.

FIRST PURE DRUGS LAW, 


Its Administrators Sixty Years Ago 
Were Ousted. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The markets in 1850 and the following two 
years were filled with spurious drugs, chemi- 
cals, and pharmaceutical preparations. Precip- 
itated - chalk, for le, used so much for 
infantile Summer complaints, was found to 
contain not one particle‘of chalk to the pack- 
age, being merely sulphate of lime, (plaster of 
paris,) the réfuse from the making of carbon- 
ate of ammonia. So-called opium had not a 
Particle of morphine in it. Bromide of po- 
taséium was substituted for iodide, and so on. 

A Pure Drugs bill was passed at the: in- 
stance of the apothecaries in 1852, and only 
by their united and energetic work. Balley, 
& most eapable and upright man, ‘was ap- 
pointed the first Inspector. His rulings and 
decisions were so in accord with the law and 
its intent that the ‘‘interests’’ succeeded in 
having him removed after two or three years’ 
service. 

His removal created such & clamor that it 
compelled his reinstatement. He was appoint- 
ed, to the best of my memory, in 1852, and 
removed in 18565, om reinstated, I.think, in 
1856 or 1857.

Why May They Not Be Redeeméd at 
Any Price? 


To the Bdttor of The New York Times? 

If @ person has a torn or dirty bill, or even 
{if @ plece.of it be missing, he may exchange 
it for a new bill at the Sub-Treasury. If he 
has coin defaced in any way or worn smooth 
by the ordinary course of trade, such coins will 
be redeemed at full value if any trace of the 
image and superscription remains, 

But if any portion of the coin be missing, 
e. g., by clipping or punching a hole in it, our 
wise Uncle Samuel rejects it entirely and will 
have none ef it. He won't redeem it at 
any price or. on any terms, although-for paper 
money) @ regular scale of compensation is in 
force, depending on how much of the bill is 
missing. 

The Treasurer of a church near by, who 
sometimes finds clipped cotns and coins with 
holes punched in them, is my aitithority for 
the statements above, yet there seems to be 
no reason why such coins should not be re- 
deemed by weiglit, or at half or two-thirds the 
face value. A coin worn smooth might easily 
weigh less than one with a hole in it, yet‘ the 
former is good and the latter is not. Falling 
into the hands of clippers and the like seems 
to me just as much an injury ‘“‘in the course 
of trade "".as getting worn smooth. Perhaps 
some one can explain the reason for the 4r- 
rangement.

Sandy Hook Observer Counts Over 
500 In His Neighborhood. 


Yesterday was an ideal day for fishing, 
and an outing on the-water. In conse~ 
quence there were more small craft in 
and about the harbor than on any day 
since. owners began getting their vessels 
“overboard.” Along the shores of Coney 
Island, Manhattan Beach, and Rockaway 
there was a procession of pleasure boats 
all day long. 

In the eurly afternoon the observer at 
Sandy Hook made out at least 500 smail 
craft Spread out for miles around. There 
were swift moving motor boats, yawis, 
sloops, dories, canoes, cutters of the naval 
reserve, and craft of nondescript appear- 
ance.

look for some of the crops as has oc- 


eurrea since the opening.of Spring, the 


agricultural output for the year prom- 
ises.to be gratifyingly large in the ag- 
gregate was the underlying ‘influence 
which brought about the improvement 
which the stock ‘market experienced 
last week. Market sentiment was af- 
fected, moreover, by such factors as 
the expected favorable vote.upon the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement, and 
by continued reports of a favorable 
movement in the iron and steel trade. 

It is not,to be doubted that the for- 
ward movement in prices earlier in the 
week was helped by the decided 
strength which wag shown by the New 
York City traction stocks on the ex- 
pectation that after a greatly prolonged 
delay the subway. situation in New 
York City. would be settled by an agree- 

ment which would include the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company as 
well as the Brooklyn Rapid Transit as 
participants in the city’s proposed 
rapid transit development. The fact 
that this expectation: was. not realized 
Was responsible for a sharp. reaction 
in theo Interborough-Metropolitan stock 
and bonds, but this movement had but 
temporary influence on the general list, 
which, later ignoring the movement in 
the traction stocks, advanced to a new 
high level for the week, and, in fact, 
for the year. The latter, at all events, 
is true so far as the railroad issues are 
concerned, for these were the notably 
strong stocks in last week’s trading. 
The industrial shares improved also, 


| but to a less average extent than the 


railroad stocks. Money was not a fac- 
tor in shaping the course of the market, 
for funds were still in abundant supply 
despite the recent slighf advance in 
time money rates. Call money did not 
loan above the 2% per cent. rate, which 
has long, been the maximum in the call 
money market. At the close of the 
week further evidence of the present 
ease in the monetary position ‘was sup- 
plied by the bank statement, which 
showed a decrease in loans accompanied 
by an increase in cash and.a considera- 
ble gain in surplus reserve. 


Even more noteworthy than the {m- 
provement which came about in the 
stock market was the violent collapse 
last week of the speculative movement 
in the cotton market, which had ad- 
vanced both the old and the new crop 
options to figures which if accepted as 
the just measure of the real positidn 


in respect to cotton would seem to belie 
the expectation of a record yield of 


that staple. Last week's events in the 
cottgn market, which, day efter day 
until the close of the ‘week, witnessed 
the crumbling away of quotations, re- 
vealed the fact that the long position 
which had been built up in the cotton 
market was even much weaker than 
had been generally believed. The rains 
which came in time to relieve the 
drought in Texas, and in some adjoin- 
ing sections, before it had done serious 
harm to cotton, and the expectation 
that the Government report to be issued 
next week would show a maintenance 
of the favorable conditions reported at 
the close of June, if, indeed, not an 
actual improvement such as occurred 
during June, brought about a selling 
movement which the speculators long 
of cotton found it impossible to with- 
stand. Report had it that some of 


those eh had, beat — 
yancing the price of cotton options had 
turned bearish and -were selling cotton 
short at the lower levels reached last 
week. This offered a fit climax to the 
collapse ot ‘the earlier speculation. It 
is not necessary, in order to fee) gratifi- 
eatidn over the cotton crop. outlook, 'to 
accept the higher of the estimates to, 
which credence was being given last’ 
week by some of the ‘traders in cotton 
who & little while back were confident 
in the prediction that the hope of a 
record yleld of cotton this year would 
not’ be realized. The decline in>cotton 
to below 12 cents for some of the new 
crop optidns, compared with the 16- 
cent qudtation lately established, for 
old crop options, means much more 
than the discomfiture of an over-confl- 
dent cotton speculation. It brings the 
price of the staple to a figure likely to 
stimulate mill purchases of cotton, 
which indeed were recorded in some 
volume last week, 


The promise {s ‘held forth of an abun- 
dant supply of cotton not only for use’ 
at home but’ for ‘export abroad, and 
there is hope, too, of a surplus of wheat 
which may well contribute handsomely 
to the country’s export trade. The 
Department of Commerce and Labor is- 
sued last week its full report of the ex- 
ports and imports for the fiscal year 
ended June 80. It showed the largest 
aggregate in the history of the country, 
and was noteworthy for the further 
fact that the increase in exports, com- 
pared with 1910, was the largest ever 
reported in any year over the preceding 
year. Imports, on the other hand, were 
slightly smaller than’ the year ‘before, 
while the credit trade balance amount- 
ing to $520,000,000 was, with the excep- 
tion of 1908, the largest reported since 
1901, Agricultural products, notably 
cotton, contributed very heavily to the 
increase in the country’s credit trade 
balance, and there is reason to hope 
that the excellent outlook for cotton 
this year will be influential in keeping 
up the gratifyingly large excess of ex- 
ports which the country’s trade is 
again showing. 


Among the incidents of the week not 
directly bearing on the course of prices 
on the Stock Exchange, but neverthe- 
less of interest to the financial com- 
munity, was the appeal for the proxies 
of the stockholders in the Westinghouse 
Hlectric and Manufacturing Company 
to be used at the forthcoming annual 
meeting in support of an effort to elect 
Directors favorable to the declaration 
of a dividend on the company’s stock. 
There are other questions which ,this 
movement raises besides the mere ques- 
tion of the payment or non-payment of 
dividends on the stock of this company, 
but any effort to obtain distribution of 
earnings among the company’s share- 
holders must necessarily be viewed in 
the light of the information regarding 
the company’s position, which was pre- 
sented in the recent annual report to 
the stockholders, That decument told 
of the writing off of large sums to 
make good losses incurred abroad, and 
referred to the necessity of a further 
writing down of the book value of. some 
of the company’s property.

Will Use Moving Pictures to Interest | 


Public in Their Cause. 


Ways and means of fighting the Bread 
Trust were discussed at a meeting 6* 
the Executive Committee of the Tri-State 
Anti-Bread ‘Trust conjerence, held yester- 
day at 240 East Eightieth Street. The 
conference was formed at.a meeting 6 er 
a week ago of delegates of fifty-six. locais 
of the’ Journeymen Bakers ‘and Con- 
fectioners’ International. Unien in New 
York, New Jersey, and Corhectieut, 
representing a membership of about, 10,- 
000, to fight ‘an alleged attempt to con- 
trol the trade and drive hundreds of 
tmaller concerns out of business. 

August Diedrich of Bakers’ Union ‘No, 

144 Of Yonkers présided at yesterday's 
meeting. It was stated that there. are 
three baking corporations, which up to 
last week ‘had been fighting each ‘other, 
but which are now on the point of com- 
bining. Sonie of the firms, it was said, 
were preparing to invade the east side 
this week to compete with the Jewish 
master’ bakers in selling “kosher. bread. 
This, it is held by the unions, would drive 
hundreds of small concerns out of busi- 
ness and menace the existence of the 
bakers’ unions. 
+ A plan of having moving pictures of 
bread-making was suggested as one way 
of arousing interest’ in the fight of the 
bakers’ union. 

Max Freund; a representative of the In- 
ternational Union, and one of the men 
who issued the call for ——— meet- 
ing, said laet evening: 

“I was visited. by a hepresontative of 
the Department of Justice yesterday, 
who wanted to know if I had any evi- 
dence that the Sherman Anti-Trust law 
has been violated in the case of the trust 
concerns. I told him I was not well 
enough ‘irformed on that matter to say, 
and he will.see the officers of the unions 
later. Asa matter of fact I hardly think 
that this law is violated yet, but it will be 
if the trust, composed of three large cor- 
porations with their subsidiary concerns, 
which haye been fighting each other, is 
formed to control the trade. That is what 
we are trying to prevent. Such a trust 
would be disastrous to the unions, tend 
to the lowering of wages, and kill com- 
petition by wiping out the smaller con- 
cerns. The first part of our fight will 
be to prevent the combination from driv- 
ing the-small bakers of kosher bread out 
of the Ghetto. I believe, with the as- 


sistance of the ewish unions, we will 
be able to do this.’’ 


RENTING CHERRY TREES. 


You Can Lease One by the Hour, Day, 
or Year In the Nova Scotia Fruit 
} District. 


\ 

If you’ would lke to take‘a gamble 
in cherries you should go to the fruit dis- 
trict of Nova Scotia, which is. where 
Evangeline and her people lived before 
the English shipped them to the Gulf of 
Mexico. They pride themselyes on their 
apples up there, refusing to be convinced 
that the West is outdoing them, and they 
raise one brand of cherries in particular, 
a@ large black fruit, with which they chal- 
lenge the world. 

The Bear River district on Annapolis 
Basin is the centre of the cherry-growing 
industry, and the marketing of the fruit 
has brought about an unusual custom. A 
buyer may go around “early in the Sum- 
mer, when the trees are in bloom and bid 
so much for such trees as he fancies. If 
his offer is accepted that tree is his for 
that season. No one t the birds will 
steal his fruit. With tiem he must take 
his chances. 

But if you are not a dealer in frult 
and merely want enough cherries for 
home use hey may happen around at 
any time when cherries are ripe and rent 
@ tree for an hour or.two hours or a 
day—whatever time you like. If two or 
more want the same tree the owner holds 
an auction. The winner owns that tree 
for just as long as he s ran id and no 
more, and it is up to him to pick what ¥e 
can. When he is through the tree is rent- 


ed again.

The wheat market showed a. great deal 
Of steadiness during the week within a 
comparatively narrow range of prices. 
On Friday the market was at the high- 
est. point. up to that time, showing a 
sharp reaction at the. close. Saturday's 
session was again a firm one, with no de- 
eided change in the character of the 
news instrumental in the steadiness of 
other sessions. 

The features of the week were the im- 
mense movement on the one hand, and on 
the other the development of export busi- 
hess and the insistence on material dam- 
age in the American Northwest, also to 
some extent’ in the Canadian Northwest. 
The receipts of wheat at interior points 
for the week were almost overwhelming. 
They showed not only an immense. gain 
over the previous week, when the receipts 
showed very large proportions, but were 
more than double the corresponding time 
last year, while the shipments from the 
West into distribution were small, gain- 
ing only a&bout 100,000 bushels over the 
previous week and were only about the 
Same a8 & year ago. The movement to 
Chicago was immense, and there were 
reports toward the close of the week: that 
there were several thousand cars on 
track at Chicago which it was impossible 
to get into the blevators.

NORTH ADAMS, Mass., July 23.—It 
now seems that Fadlo Mallak, the Syrian 
who Saturday afternoon shot and killed 
Motorman George E. Hoyt and Miss Mar- 
tha Esler and wounded five other. women 
passengers on a street car, was probably 
aiming at Conductor Arthur Lacrosse 
when he turned and.fired into the crowd- 
ed car. It is said that Mallak tried to 
pass @ canceled transfer, and it was re- 
fused by the conductor, * who made him 
pay his fare. Mallak went tothe front 
of the car and sat with his feet on the 
running board. 
Motorman Hoyt ordered him to get up 
and sit on=the seat. Mallak, who had
